Some years ago I came across a scarf with vertical stripes 
of color created using separate balls of yarn joined with 
intarsia techniques. I wanted to make a cowl with the 
same vertical stripes, but I didn't want to have 16 balls of 
yarn hanging off my needles! Rummaging through my 
mental technique toolbox, I found the slip-stitch join-as- 
you-go techniques used here. 

Begin by making the first strip and fastening it off, 
placing markers at beginning of Rows 9, 1 0, 27 and 28. 
These markers indicate where Joins end and begin 
again, respectively. 

The edges of the cowl strips have slipped stitch 
selvages: the final stitch of every row is purled and the first 
stitch of every row is slipped knitwise. The combination 
of purling the last stitch and slipping the first stitch 
knitwise turns the edge stitch to the side, creating a nice 
chain selvage. Notice this also means each selvage stitch 
represents two rows of knitting; Looking at the work from 
the right side, the right edge stitch spans the previous 
even row plus current odd row while the left edge stitch 
spans the current odd row and following even row. 



New strips are added along the right of the current strip. 
With right side facing and beginning at the bottom right 
edge of the strip between the selvage and second stitch, 
pick up one stitch. 

Use the knit cast-on to add the new strip stitches.

On the first row, the new strip is joined to the previous 
one by purling the picked-up stitch together with the 
last strip stitch {the first stitch cast on). On Row 2 and all 
subsequent wrong-side rows, the first stitch is slipped 
knitwisG, and the pattern is worked to the end of the row. 





Joining at end of Row 1 



All other joins are worked on right-side rows as follows: 




Bring working yarn to right side, insert right-hand needle from 
right to left and to front, through last stitch and selvage edge. 
Purl 2 together. 




Work to last stitch; slip 1 purlwise from left-and needle to right-hand 
needle. Insert left-hand needle through selvage edge. Slip last stitch 
back to left-hand needle. 




The completed join on the right side, and a view of the wrong side 
several rows on. 
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Textural Teasers 





After working 5 joins, the last worked into the marked 
stitch of Row 9 on the previous strip, the current strip is 
worked for 1 6 rows without joining. To work the first twist, 
bring the current strip over the top of the previous strip, 
around to the wrong side and back to its originai position. 
Hold the twisted strips in position as you rejoin them on the 
next row, marking Row 27 as you do so. Continue working 
joins through all remaining rows of the second strip. 





The third strip and all remaining odd strips are joined 
for 10 rows, worked plain for 16 rows, and then rejoined 
for the remaining rows of the strip. Even strips are twisted 
over and through the slits created between odd strips and 
the previous pair of twisted strips. 




Short double-point needles make this move easier, 
but it can be done with long ones: Cross the strips, bring 
the needle through and siide all the stitches to the other 
end, in effect shortening the tip to be brought through. 
Complete the twist and slide the stitches back to the right 
tip. Alternatively, you can slip the stitches onto a cable 
needle or stitch holder temporarily. 
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For all remaining rows (and even strips) after twisting, 
you need to pull the working yarn through the slit as you 
work. Pull through a yard or so at a time, and turn the 
work in opposite directions at the end of right-side and 
wrong-side rows to minimize tangling. 



Once all the strips are made and joined, seam the first 
and last strip together from cast on to first marker and 
second marker to bind off. Your cowl is complete, and 
you've learned a neat way to join strips and twist them 
around one another! ■

Leave the first and last 5 strands on 
each side alone. There will be 1 2 over- 
hand knots plus 2 unknotted 5-strand 
groups, 1 on each side. 

Split each group of 1 0 strands into 
2 groups of 5 once again. 

Tie 2 adjacent groups of 5 strands 
into an overhand knot approx 8 inches 
away from the edge of the shawl, 
lining them up directly beneath the 
row of knots closest to the shawl. 
There will be 13 overhand knots. 

Lay the shawl flat on a work surface 
and smooth the fringe out flat. Trim 
all strands to be approx 20 inches 
from edge of shawl. ■

Attach both short ends to the 
center of one side to make a 
gathered cocoon-like shrug.

Finishing 

Sew sides of strips 1 -1 0 tog, forming 
large rings.

Decide where the black joining 
strip would look best and sew the 
whole scarf tog in this spot.

MODERATELY CHALLENGING 

Projects that utilize a wide variety of stitch patterns and 
techniques as noted above, as well as short rows and 
stranded colorworkwith minimal color changes. 

CHALLENGING 

Projects that require a more intuitive understanding of 
a pattern or chart and that also include advanced stitch 
patterns and techniques, as well as more intricate methods, 
such as intarsia, cables, lace and stranded colorwork with 
numerous color changes. Projects In this category may also 
involve advanced shaping and construction techniques* 
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Bask Stitches 

Garter Stitch 

When working back and forth in rows, 
knit every row. When working in the 
round, knit one round, then purl one 
round. 

Stockinette Stitch 

When working back and forth in rows, 
knit right-side rows and purl wrong- 
side rows. When working in the round, 
knit all rounds. 

Reverse Stockinette Stitch 

When working back and forth in rows, 
purl right-side rows and knit wrong- 
side rows. When working in the round, 
purl all rounds. 

Ribbing 

Ribbing combines knit and purl stitches 
within a row to give stretch to the gar- 
ment. Ribbing is most often used for 
the lower edge of the front and back, 
the cuffs and neck edge of garments. 

The rib pattern Is established on the 
first row. On subsequent rows, the knit 
stitches are knitted and purl stitches are 
purled to form the ribs. 

Gauge 

The single most important factor in deter- 
mining the finished size of a knit item is the 
gauge. Although not as important for flat, 
one-piece items, it is important when mak- 
ing a clothing item that needs to fit properly. 

Before beginning, it is important to 
make a gauge swatch about 6 inches 
square using the recommended stitch 
pattern(s) and needles. If the project that 
you are making will be worked in the 
round, work your gauge swatch in the 
round as well. Wash and block the swatch. 

When the blocked swatch is dry, count 
the number of stitches and rows in the 
center 4 inches. If there are fewer stitches 
and/or rows than indicated in the Gauge 
section in the pattern, your needles are 
too large.Try another swatch with smaller 
needles. If there are more stitches and/or 
rows than indicated in the Gauge section 
in the pattern, your needles are too small. 
Try another swatch with larger needles. 

Continue to adjust needles until correct 
gauge is achieved. 



Reading Pattern Instructions 

Before beginning a pattern, look through 
it to make sure you are familiar with the 
abbreviations and techniques that are used. 

Some patterns may be written for more 
than one size. In this case the smallest 
size is given first and others are placed in 
parentheses. When only one number is 
given, it applies to all sizes. 

You may wish to highlight the num- 
bers for the size you are making before 
beginning. It is also helpful to place a self- 
sticking note on the pattern to mark any 
changes made while working the pattern. 

Measuring 

To measure a piece, lay it flat on a 
smooth surface. Take the measurement 
in the middle of the piece. For example, 
measure the length to the armhole in 
the center of the front or back piece, 
not along the outer edge where the 
edges tend to curve or roll. 

Working From Charts 

A chart will often be provided as a visual 
representation of a color or stitch pat- 
tern. On the chart each cell represents 
one stitch. A key is given indicating the 
color or stitch represented by each color 
or symbol in the cell. 

The row number is at the edge of the 
chart where that row begins. If the num- 
ber is at the right, the row is a right-side 
row and the chart row is read from right 
to left; if the number is at the left, the 
row is a wrong-side row and the chart 
row is read from left to right. 

When working in rounds, every row 
on the chart is a right-side row and is 
read from right to left. 

Use of Zero 

In patterns that include various sizes, 
zeros are sometimes necessary. For 
example, kO (0, 1) means if you are mak- 
ing the smallest or middle size, you 
would do nothing, and if you are mak- 
ing the largest size, you would k1 .

bind-off— used to finish an edge

work even — continue to work in the 
pattern as established without working 
any increases or decreases 
work in pattern as established — 
continue to work following the pattern 
stitch as it has been set up or established 
on the needle, working any increases or 
decreases in such a way that the estab- 
lished pattern remains the same 
yarn over — method of increasing by 
wrapping the yarn over the right needle 
without working a stitch

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Knit Cast-On 

Make a slip knot on 
the left needle. 

Knit a stitch in the 
loop and place it on 
the left needle. 

Repeat until you 
have cast on the num- 
ber of stitches indi- 
cated in the pattern. 




I-Cord 

Using 2 double-point 
needles, cast on (back- 
ward loop method) num- 
ber of stitches indicated. 
Knit, do not turn. Slip stitch- 
es back to end of needle, 
knit stitches. Repeat to 
desired length. Thread yarn 
through stitches to end. 





Single-Knot Fringe 

Hold specified n umber of strands for one 
knot of fringe together, and then fold in 
half. Hold project with right side facing 
you. Use crochet hook to draw folded 
end through space or stitch from right to 
wrong side (Figures 1 and 
2), pull loose ends through 
folded section (Figure 3) 
and draw knot up firmly 
(Figure 4). Space knots 
as indicated in pattern 
instructions.

Cable Cast-On 

Make a slip knot on the 
left needle. Knit a stitch in 
the loop and place it on 
the left needle. Insert the 
right needle between the 
last two stitches on the left 
needle, Knit a stitch and 
place it on the left needle. 

Repeat until you have cast 
on the number of stitches 
indicated in the pattern. 







Kitchener Stitch 

This method of weaving with two 
needles is used for the toes of socks 
and flat seams. To weave the edges 
together and form an unbroken line 
of stockinette stitch, divide all stitches 
evenly onto two knitting needles — 
one behind the other. Thread yarn into 
tapestry needle. Hold needles with 
wrong sides together and work from 
right to left as follows: 

Step 1 : 

Insert tapestry 
needle into first 
stitch on front nee- 
dle as to purl. Draw 
yarn through stitch, leaving stitch 
on knitting needle. 

Step 2: 

Insert tapestry 
needle into the 
first stitch on the 
back needle as to 
purl. Draw yarn 

through stitch and slip stitch off 
knitting needle. 

Step 3: 

Insert tapestry 
needle into the 
next stitch on 
same (back) needle 
as to knit, leaving 
stitch on knitting needle. 

Step 4: 

Insert tapestry 
needle into the 
first stitch on the 
front needle as to 
knit. Draw yarn 
through stitch and slip stitch 
off knitting needle. 

Step 5: 

Insert tapestry 
needle into the 
next stitch on 
same (front) 

needle as to purl. Draw yarn 
through stitch, leaving stitch 
on knitting needle. 

Repeat Steps 2 through 5 until one 
stitch is left on each needle. Then 
repeat Steps 2 and 4. Fasten off. 
Woven stitches should be the same 
size as adjacent knitted stitches.
